In a quar- 
ter of an hour after I had been there, a per-

had found was her property; her evidence. 
was in effect the ſame which ſhe has now 
given; I therefore think it unneceſlary to 
animadvert upon it, but beg to make a re-

Payne depoſes, that he found upon me the 
watch in queſtion ; ſo far he is right; but 
the other circumſtances he has related flow 
from a black and cruel imagination :. he 
thinks that the reputation of the Little Eng- 
liſh Carpenter, as he is. pleaſed to flile him- 
ſelf, will not be complete, without he fol- 
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lows it with ny conviction. His frequent 


appearance upon theſe occaſions will not, I 


hope, entitle him to any degree of credit. 


Loſt to every juſt and tender feeling, deſti- 
tute of any means of ſenſibility, and deſtitute

Did he ſay he ſuſpected the perſon that 
held him by the right arm?——No; I don't 
recollect that he faid the priſoner took it. 

WILLIAM EVANS ſworn, 

I 'was at the public houſe ; the proſecutor 
wanted change; the landlord would not give 
him change; he put his money up again, and 
Edwards and he went out together ; the 
priſoner went out after them, and took hold 
of the proſecutor's arm; when he came 
near the watch-houte, he quitted the proſecu- 
tor, and went off, Edwards called to him, 
and aſked him if he would come in? He ſaid, 
no; it was late, he would get home. When 
they came into the watch-houſe, they bid 
him ſhow his money ; he felt in his pocket, 
and ſaid his money was gone; he did. not ſay 
how he loſt it; he only ſaid it was gone; I 
believe he did not know how he loſt it.

On the third of Jaſt June I was robbed 
about half a mile on this tide Newington 
town; it was about twenty minutes alter ten 


o'clock, it was a very moon light night; 2 
I was walking upon the cauſeway on the fide 
of the road, I was met by the priſoner and 
another man; I could fee them about forty 
yards before they came to me; they were in 
the high road; the priſoner ſeparated from 
the other and came into the f ot way; when 


they came almoſt even with me I faw what 


they were about, it was very light, I could 
ſce them diſtinctly at forty yards diſtance; 
when I faw him ſeparate and come towards 
me from the other man I apprehended that 
they intended to rob me ; I attempted to run 
paſt them ; the priſoner put out a great ſtick, 
I apprehended he was going to knock me 
down; I threw myſelf againſt the bank; the 
priſoner laid hold of me, and told me to 
give him my money; I put my hand into my 
pocket, I recollected I had a pocket piece 
that I did not wiſh to part with, I let it 
drop, and a half guinea which I knew it to 
be by the feel of it; I took out about 6 or 
75. and gave into the priſoner's hand; he 
{wore at me and ſaid that would not do. 
You did not ſee any fire arms upon either 
of them No, only this great ſtick ; be 
ſaid that would not do; I drew my pocket 
up with my hand ; the other man put his 
hand to my pocket to feel if I had left any 
money in my pocket, but the pocket being 
drawn up he did not feel it; I went on toa 
public houſe that adjoins the Palatine houſes, 
What is the ſign of the houſe ? I be- 
lieve it is the ſign of the Hare and Hounds, 


I am not poſitive as to the ſign; they refuſed 


to lend me any aſſiſtance, 1 thought *y 
would ſee my watch, I concealed it; 
next morning I gave information at Mr, 
Wilmot's office that I had been robbed ; 
they ſent me word in the evening to attend; 
that a number of people were apprehended, 
I was ſo much hurried there that I could not 
at firſt ſay any thing to them; when they 
came to be arraigned at the bar the priſoner 
{truck me inſtantly, then I knew him directly: 
but I rather choſe to fee him a ſecond time 
before I ſwore poſitively to him; he was 
committed the firſt time for further examina- 
tion, becauſe the man whom I ſuſpected was 
along with him was not then taken ; on. the 
Tueſday following the juſtice told me to at- 
tend again, which I did then they had ap- 
prehended 
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prehended the other man, there were many 
circumſtances that would have induced me to 
believe the other to be the man, but they 
were not ſufficiently ſatisfaftory to mylelf, 

Were you certain on that day to the 
priſoner 4 Ves; though the priſoner had 
taken ſome pains to deceive me in his dreſs, 
yet I was ſatisfied from a particular citcum-

It was agreed between Mr. Pope 
and Sir A'exander Leith, that Sir Alexander 
ſhould ſell to him tie leaſe of his houſe which 
he then lived in, together with almoſt all the 
property he had in the houſe, and ſome other 
things, for a ſum which was then due te Mr, 
Pope; and an additional ſum was made up 
and paid to him at the time'of his executing 
a bill of fal-, and an aſſignment of the leaſe.

This 'Watts made an inventory and ap-

138. (great part of which was made 
up by diſcharged judgements, which Sir 
Alexander Leith had given to Mr. Pope, and 
ſome annuities bought of bim.) A bill of 
ſale, was executed hy Sir Alexander. Leith, on 
the Iſt of April, for the goods in the houſe ;

I put the goods in A paper 
which T was going to weigh in the ſcales, 
20d threw them behind the counter upon a 
board, ard defired my wife to put all the 
drowers in; the gertleman remained in the 
ſhop, and J went after! the priſoner in my 
morning gown and my night cap; I fol- 
lowed him up Tower-Hi!ll; I was not poſt- 
tive he had taken any thing, but J intended 
to follow him, to fe whether he would 90 
into any other filverſmith's ſhop, fo that I 
might enquire what his bulin«fs was there, 
or tell the ſhop keeper how I had been ſerved, 
I ſaw him turn round very ſhort ſometimes, 
and look back; whether he did not know 
me, or did not ſee me, I cannot ſay. When 
he came upon the hill, he turned very ſhort 
into an alley; I followed him as cloſe as I 
could, and ſaw dim juſt get into a pawn- 
broker's ſhop, the corner of Catherine's lane, 
where I fince underſtand he offered my 
buckles for ſale. His dreſs, perſon, and ap- 
pearance were ſo good, that I was afraid te 
challenge him. I ſtood at the corner of the 
lane, ſo that I could ſee him come out, I 
called a fruit woman, and bid her go in to 
the maſter of the ſhop, and tell him a gentle- 
man wanted to ſpeak to him; the priſoner 
inſtantly came out; as ſoon as he ſaw me he 
was ſtartled ; I ſaid, Sir, you mult go home 
along with me; he made me no arfwer but 
I be a.gentleman, O Sir, I be @ gentleman, and 
ke came and ſqueezed my hand; I bd him 
by the coat; I ſaid he ſhould come along 
with ,me ; he ſaid, he would go and treat 
me with ſome liquor in a houſe; I could gat 
no Engliſh out of then, whereas before 
he ſpoke very good Engliſh.

I intended 
when ] b-ught ſome buckles to change my 
buckles; fo ſoon as | walked out of the ſhop, 
not thinking that any body watched me, and 
not knowing that it was a pawnbroker's ſhop 
] went into it; I ſaid, Sir, what are theſe 
buckles worth ? He ſaid will you pawn them, 
I faid no, then Bendix came aftet me, and 
ſaid you have been in my ſhop; have you 


not ſeen ſome buckles 3 not knowing what to 


ſay, I was in ſuch a part of the town, I 
did not fee a gentleman there; I ſaid come 
with me to the publick-houſe I came from; I 


was afraid theſe blackguatds would murther 
me. Soon as I came into the thop he locked 
the door; he aſked me what had I been in 
that ſhop about; 1 ſaid I went to ſee what 
was the worth of theſe buckles ; in this mo- 
ment he thought that the buckles mult be 
bis property. I his gentleman and another 
tore my {ſhirt ; they beat me in the eyes 
that I thought I ſhould be murthered ; the 
door was ſhut, and three or tour Jews about 


me beating me; they tore me by my coat 
before the juſtice; I aſked for a coach, not 


to go among a thouſand-blackguards: no 1 
ſhould not have a coach. As ſoon as I 
came before the juſtice I was kept in a 
publick-houſe, at the ſame time my pro- 
ſecutor was going to the juſtice's; I went 
before a juſtice Jaſper Clarke; I ſhall re- 


member his naine as long as I live z he would 


not hear me, but committed me to Clerken- 
well Bridewell; this man ſent five or fur 
Jews to accommodate the affair if I would 
give them money; I ſaid I would not buy it 
off; then he had his fears that I ſhould pro- 


ſecute him after; and that bas brought him 


through ſpite and malice here to proſecute 
me and nothing otherwiſe ; I leave it to you 
my lord and gentlemen to judge, whether I am 


capable of taking this Jew's buckles, or being 


ſo low to kiſs his hands; he fays that I had 


nothing more in my pocket but a parcel of 


farthings ; theſe were money of conſequence 
that I tad for antiquity, and had a couple of 
half guineas and ſome ſilver; it is nothing 
more au malice which brought me here: 
I will fay nothing more, but recommend me 
to your ſpecial judgement. :
